Return of polio during the past 
week saw four new cases in the 
Antioch area, bringing to 10 the 
number of cases hero and to 90 the 
number of cases in Lake county.. 
Latest to bo stricken is Warren 
Wells, 19, youngest son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Curtis Wells of Rtc. 173, east 
of the village who was taken to St. 
Therese hospital in Waukegan Mon- 
day evening. The disease has at- 
tacked his neck and upper spine but 
has not caused any paralysis of the 
limbs as yet.

Return Puzzles Doctors 
Return of polio long after the time 
cold weather is supposed to have- 
ended it, is puzzling doctors. This 
fall has been somewhat warmer 
than usual and it is believed that 
the warm weather may have pro- 
longed the season. 

The return of infantile paralysis 
came on the heels of a meeting of 
the Lake County chapter of the 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
at Farnsworth where plans were 
made for the annual March of 
Dimes drive in January. 

Figures released at this meeting 
revealed that the Lake county unit 
has spent to date $52,112 for the care 
of polio patients, using all of the 
$21,000 in the treasury and officials 
having drawn on the national fund, 
for $31,000.

What does a retail store's show window stand 
for7 

First of all, of course, it is designed to interest 
you in buying goods. If you like what you see, and 
consider the price fair, you'll probably become a cus- 
tomer. If not, you'll move on to another- store that 
meets your needs better. 

Beyond that, however, the show window is] 
about as good a visual example of how this country 
works as we can find. We pride ourselves, and justly, 
on our magnificent system of mass production, which 
has given a vast abundance of goods of all kinds, 
which provides much of our employment, and which 
has helped raise our living standards far beyond that 
of any other major nation. 

However, mass production would not be a suc- 
cess, or oven a possibility, without mass distribution. 
The goods from the factories must be moved, swiftly, 
efficiently, and economically, into the hands of the 
people who will use them. American retailing is su-j 
perbly geared to perform that job. It believes that the 
sound way to do business is to turn over a large vol- 
ume of merchandise at a small unit profit. And what 



keeps that principle always at work is aggressive com- 
petition between stores of all kinds and sizes. 
*■ Visitors from abroad, and especially the few 

who come here ffom the countries within the Soviet 
orbit, arc always amazed and disbelieving when they 
see a typical American shopping center— whether it 
be Fifth Avenue or Main Street. They are so used to 
a subsistence standard of living, and an' 1 economy of 
scarcity at home, that they believe it to be a universal 
state of affairs. Free enterprise, as exemplified by the 
shop windows, shows them how wrong they are. 

Pure Robbery 

In a speech made in Portland, Oregon, Con- 
gressman Ralph W. Gwinn, of New York, said: "What 
we have in this country today is a 'Robin Hood 1 view 
of life, and it is a program which is pure exploitation, 
pure robbery and pure' rationalization. Robin Hood 
robbed the merchants with the ostensible purpose of 
distributing the ,'take' among the poor, but you notice 
he always rode an excellent horse and had a well- 
equipped retinue . . . After we have exhausted the 
rich man, the corporations and the creative group, 
then will come the working man." 

The apathy with which the public regards the 
sorry financial mess our government is in is one of 
the worst current signs. We have a "national debt of 
more than $250,000,000,000. We also have very large 
governmental tax revenues, due to high employment 
and business activity. Yet we will run a deficit of 
$5,000,000,000 or more during this fiscal year— and. if 
some of the big spending "social welfare" schemes 
which were tabled by Congress last session are ap- \ 
proved during the next, future deficits will probably 
be far larger. 

Any economist will tell you that we have just 
about reached the limit in getting money out of the 
corporations and the wealthy people — they are taxed 
to the hilt now. If more tax revenue is needed, the 
man of small and moderate means will have to pro- 
vide it. It is that man who has the greatest interest 
in cutting every avoidable expense in government, . 
and returning to fiscal sanity.

Stanley A. Dashew, of Grand 
Ropids, Mich., has retired at 35 
w ith a wife, two children, and a 
7G-foot two-masted schooner; 

The family 'plan to set sail on 
a cruise that will carry them from 
Lake Michigan to the St. Lawrence 
jivcr, the Atlantic Ocean, the Gulf 
of Mexico, the Orinoco river in 
South America, the Panama Canal, 
the Pacific and the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia. 

Dashew was born in New York. 
When he got out of school, he went 
to work as an office machine soles- 
man. He became branch manager 
for western Michigan. Between 
times, he wrote articles for national 
publications on yachting and safe- 
ty at sea.

Finally, Dashew decided to re- 
tire. He bought a schooner, the Con- 
stellation, lost year after the coast 
guard had finished training officers 
aboard it. The Dashews sailed it 
to Lake Michigan, where it was 
stripped and reoutfitted. 
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Marine Colonel Still Has 
Two Jap Bullets in-Back 

EL TORO, CAUF.-Mnr.ne Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Herbert C. Freuler 
executive officer of marine air 
group 12, learned recently that he 
has been carrying two 7.7mm 
Japanese machine gun bullets in 
his back for the past eight years.

Horn-Books on Display 
At State Library Used 
During lSOOVl 700*8 

Springfield, 111.— A current ex- 
hibit being shown by the Illinois 
State Library contrasts the types of 
school textbooks used by pupils in 
early American colonial times with 
present-day reading materials for 
children, Secretary of State Edward 
J. Barrett, state librarian, said to- 
day. 

Grouped with the modern', ' at- 
traetively-bound, . generously il- 
lustrated, brightly colored volumes 
are several reproductions of horn- 
books, which were used in the 1600's 
and 1700's; battledores, which came 
into use during the 1700's, and later 
developments such as miniature 
books published mainly in the early 
and middle 1800*s, Mr. Barrett said. 

Horn-books were small, paddle- 
shaped pieces of wood, usually oh 
which a lesson sheet was placed and 
then covered with transparent horn 
so that small and frequcntly'smudg- 
ed fingers would not "completely 
obliterate the lesson . material, the 
state librarian explained. 

Most horn-books were plain pieces 
of wood, but some were elaborately 
carved, while others wefe made of 
leather, ivory and even gingerbread. 
Historians say the gingerbread ones 
were most in demand. The name, 
"horn-book," came from the fact 
that the horn covering was obtain- 
ed by soaking the "horns "of 'oxen and 
sheep in water, heating them and 
pressing the substance flat. The les- 
son printed on the paper or parch- 
ment beneath the horn was usually 
the alphabet, plus some religious 
message, such as the Lord's • Prayer. 

Battledores, a later development, 
were at first similar to the shorn- 
books. One of the definitions Of the 
word is "a light flat bat or racket 
used in striking a shuttlecock." As 
the paper-making process advanced; 
they were made of cardboard and 
paper, and handles were no longer 
placed on them, but the name con- 
tinued to be used. 

With' the printing of miniature 
books, the lesson material was ex- 
panded, and such stories as "Thorn 
Thumb," "Who- Killed Cock Robin/' 
and "Robinson Crusoe," were pre- 
sented in this manner. 

Aside from the physical charact- 
eristics of the old and the new text- 
books, one of the greatest contracts 
« in the types of stories prepared 
for children, Secretary Barrett .said. 
The older books and pamphlets 
were filled mainly with sad and 
even tragic tales, while today's 
stories are usually gay accounts of 
the activities, of' children and hu- 
morous animal stories.
